TWO BUSINESS BLOCKS DESTROYED 


The Origin and Spread of the Fire—The 
Ramored Cremation of an lamate 
of One of the Houses Burned. 


Macon, Ga., May 26.—[Special.]—Meagre’ 
particulars have been received here of a disas- 
trous fire at Dublin this morning. Eleven 
stores in the business heart of the town were 
burned. The fire extended from the old 
Hooke hotel, a large two story building, to 
Lassiter’s old stand, including the entireblock. 

THE BUILDINGS DESTROYED 
extended on two streets. There is no fire come 
pany tn Dublin, so there was no way to check 
the confiagration, and it only stopped when 
the tlames had no other fleld on Which to feed, 
The largest sufferer ia, perhaps, Merchant M, 
L. Jones, whose large wooden store stood on 
the corner of the two streets on which the fire 
raged, and middle way where the fire 
Started and ended: His store was worth 
about $2,000, and stock of general merchan- 
dise goods about $10,000, 

ALL THE STORES DESTROYED 
were wooden structures, except the brick ofe 
fies of Dr. Hightower. The full extent of the 
loss is not known hero at this hour. It is estl- 
mated at not less than $20,000, and probably 
no insurance whatever, as there was no fire 
protection, and what companies were willing 
to carry risks charged such high rates that few 
would insure. M. L. Jones may have carried 
alittle insurance. The stores destroyed em- 
braced fully half of Dublin's business houses.

but the rumor lacks confirmation.

0), 31. The eloquent preacher said: 

Albert Barnes—lhonored be his name cn 
earth and in heaven—went straight back to 
the original writing of my text, and translated 
itas I have now quoted it, giving substantial 
reasons for so doing. Although we know bet- 
ter, the ancients bad an idea that in snow 
water there was a special power to cleanse, 
and that a garment washed and rinsed jn it 
would be as clean as clean could be; but if the 
plain snow water failed todo its work, then 
they would take lye or alkali and mix it with 
oi}, and underthat preparation they felt that 
the last impurity would ceriainly be gone. 
Job, in my text,in most forceful figure sets 
forth the idea that all his attempts to make 
himself pure before God were a dead failure, 
and that, unless we are abluted by something 
beiter than earthly liquidsand chemical pre- 
parations, we are loathsome and in the ditch. 
“Tf J wash mvself with snow water, and should 
J cleanse my hands in alkali, yet shalt thou 
plunge me in the diteh, and mine own clothes 
shall abhor me.”’ 

You are now sitting for you picture.% I turn 
the camera obscura of God's word full upon 
you, and I pray that the sunshine falling 
through the skylight may enable meto take 
you just as youare, Shall it be a fiattering 
picture, or shall it bea true one?

There 
never was such a shipwreck as in the Gihon 
and the Hiddekel, rivers of Eden, where our 
first parents foundered. Taik of a steamer 
going down with five hundred passengers on 
board! What is that to the shipwreck of four- 
teen hundred miilion souls? We are by ua- 
ture a mass of uncleanliness and putrefaction, 
from which it takes all the omnipotence and 
infinitude of God’s grace to extricate us. “If 
I wash myself with snow water, and should I 
cleanse my hands in alkali, yet shalt thou 
plunge me in the ditch, and mjne own clothes 
shall ablior me.” 

I remark, in the first place, that some peo- 
ple try to cleanse their soul of sin in the snow 
water of tine apologies. Here is one man who 
says: ‘‘lam asinaner; I confess that; but I in- 
herited this. My father was a sinner, my 
grandfather, my great-grandfather, and a}l the 
way back to Adam, and I couldn't help my- 
self.”” My brother, have you not, every day in 
your life, added something to the origtnal es- 
taie of sin that was bequeathed to you? Are 
you not brave enough to confess that you have 
sometimes surrendered to sin which you ought 
to haveconquered? JI ask you whether it is 
fair play to put upon our ancestry things for 
which we ourselves are personally responsible ? 
If your nature was askew when you got it, 
have you not-sometimes given it an additional 
twist? Will all the tombstones of those who 
have preceded us make a barricade high enough 
for eternal. defenses? know a deveut 
man who had blasphemous parentagm I know- 
an honest nan whose father was athief. I 
know & pure man whose mother was a waif of 
the street. ‘The hereditary tide may be very 
strong, but there is such athing as stemming 
it. ‘Phe fact that-I have corrupt nature is no 
reason Why I should yield to it. The deep 
stains of our soul can never be washod out by 
the snow water of such insufficient apology. 

Stillfurther, says some one: “If I have 
gone into sin, it has been threugh my com- 
panions, my comrades and associates; they 
ruined ne. They taught me to drink. They 
teok me to the gambling hell. They plunged 
me into the house of sin. They ruined my 
soul.’* I donot believe it. God gave to no 
one the power to destroy youorme, Ifa man 
is destroyed he is self destroyed, and that is al- 
ways so. Why did you not break away from 
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been under the same stress of temptation, in- 


/ mind and soul in the blackness of despair.

them? {f they had tried to steal your 
rurse, vou would have. knocked’ them 
down; if they had tried to purloin your 


gold watch, you would have riddled them 
vith shot; but when they tried to steal your 
iiumortal soul, vou placidly submitted to it, 
Those bad icllows have a cup of fire to drink; 
do not pour yourcup into it. In this matter 
of the soul, every man for himself. That 
those persous are not fully responsible for your 
sin, 1 prove by the fact that you still consort 
With them, You cannot get off by blaming 
them. Lhough yougather up all these apol- 
Ogies ; tliough there were a great flood of thein ; 
though they should come down with the force 
ofthe meiting snows from Lebanon, they 
could not wash out one stain from your im- 
mortal soul, 


‘*\Wasthere ever anything so pureas the snow, 
so beautiful asthe snow ?’’ But you brought 
a pail of that snow and put it upon the stove 
aud melted it; and you found that there was 
asediment at the bottom, and every drop of 
that snow water was riled; and you found 
that the snow bank had gathered up the im- 
purity of the field. and that after all it Was not 
tittowashin. And soI say it will be if you 
try to gather up these contrasts and compari- 
sons with others, and with these apologies at- 
tempt to wash out the sins of your heart and 
life. It will be an unsuccessful ablution. 
Such snow water will never wash aWay @ sin- 
gie stain of an immortal soul. 

But I hear some one say: ‘I will try some- 
thing better than that. I will try the force of 
a good resolution. That will be more pungent, 
more caustic, more extirpatipg, more cleansing. 
The snow water has failed, aud now I will try 
the alkali of the good, strong resolution.” My 
dear brother. have you any idea that a resolu- 
tion about the future will liquidate the past? 
Suppose I owed you five thousand dollars, and 
I should come to you tomorrow and say: “‘Sir, 
I will never runin debt to you again; if f 
Should iive thirty years. I will never run in 
debt to you again;’’ will you turn to me and 
say: “If you will not run in debt inthe future, 
I will forgive you the five thousand doliars.” 
Will you do that? No! Nor will God. We 
have been running up a long score of indebt- 
edness with God. If for the future we should. 
abstain from sin, that would be no defray- 


ment of past indebtedness. Though 
you should live from this time forth 
pure as an archangel before’ the 


throne, that would not redeem the past. God, 
in the Bible, distinctly declares that ho ‘will 
require that which is past’’—past opportuni- 
ties, past neglects, past wicked words, past im- 
pure imaginations, past everything. The past 


' audible hoarseness. Tubercles -blotch the 
whole body, and from then: there comes an 
exudation that is unbearable to the beholder, 
That is leprosy, and we have al] got it uniess 
cleansed by the grace of God. See Leviticus. 
See II Kings, See Mark. See Luke. See 
fifty Bible allusions and confirmations. 
TYhe Bible is not complimentary in its lan- 
guage. It does not speak mincingly about our 
sins. It does not talk apologetically. There 
is no vermilion in its style. It does not cover 
up our transgressions with bloooming meta- 
shen It does not sing about them in weak 
falsetto; but it thunders out: “The imagina- 
tion of man’s heartis evil-from his youth.’’ 
‘Every one has gone back. He has altogether 
become filthy. Heis abominable and filthy, 
and drinketh in iniquity like water.” And 
then the Lerd Jesus Christ flings down at our 
feet this humiliating catalogue: ‘Out of the 
heart of men proceed evil thoughts, adulter- 
1es, fornication, murders, thefts, blasphemy.”’ 
There is a text for vour rationalists to preach 
from. Oh, the dignity of human nature! 
There isan element of your science of man 
that the anthropologist never has had tho 
courage yet to touch; and the Bible, in all the 
ins and outs of the most forceful style, sets 
forth our natural pollution, and represents 
iniquity as a frightful thing, as an exhausting 
thing, as a loathsome thing. Itis not a mere 
. bemiring of the feet, it isnot a mere befouling 
of the hands; it is going down, head and ears 
under, in a ditch, until our clothes abhor us. 
My brethren, shail we stay down where sin 
thrusts us? I shall notif youdo. We cannot 
afford to. I have today to tell you that there 
it something purer than snow water, some- 
thing more pungent than alkali, and that is 
the blood of Jesns Christ that cleanseth from 
alisin. Ay, the river of salvation, bright, 
cerystaline and heaven born, rushes through 
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is & great cemetery, and every day is buried in 
it. And here is a long row of three hundred 
and sixty-five graves. They are the dead days 
of 1888 Here is along row of three hundred 
and sixty-five more graves, and they are the 
dead days d@ 1887. And here isa long row of 
three hundred and sixty-five more graves, and 
they are the dead days of 1886. Itis a vast 
cemetery of the past. But God will rouse them 
allup with resurrectionary blast, and as the 
prisoner stands face to face with juror and 
judge, so you and I will have to come up and 
jook upon those departed days face to face, 
exulting in their smile or cowering in their 
frown. 


“Murder will out’ fs a rroverb that 
stops ioo short. Every’ sin, however 
small, as well~ as great, will out... In 


hard times in England, years ago, it is authen- 
tically stated that a manufacturer was on the 
way with a bag of money to pay off his hands. 
A man infuriated with hunger met him on the 
road and took a rail with anail in it froma 
paling fence and struck him down, and _ the 
nail eutering the skull instantly slew him, 
Thirty years after that the murderer went 
back to that place. He passed into the grave- 
yard, where the sexton was digging a grave, 
and while he stood there the spade of the sex- 
ton turned up a skull, and, lo! the murderer 
saw a nail protruding fromthe back part of 
the skull; and as the sexton turned the skull. 
it seomed with hollow eyes to glare on the 
murderer; and he, first petrified with horror, 
stood in silence, but soon cried out, ‘Guilty! 
guilty! O God!” The mystery of the crime 
was over. The man was tried and executed. 
My friends, all the unpardoned sins of our lives, 
though we may think they are buried out of 
sight and gone into a mere skeleton of 
memory, Will turn up in the cemetery of the 
past, and glower upon us with their misdo- 
ings. I say all our unpardoned sins. Oh, 
have you done the preposterous thing of sup- 
posing that good resolutions for the future 
will wipe out the past? Good resolutions, 
though they may be pungent and caustic as 
alkali, have no power to neutralize a sin, have 
no power to wash away a transgression. It 
wants something more than earthly chemistry 
todo this. Yea, yea, though “I wash myself 
with snow water,. and should [I cleanse my 
hands in alkali, yet shait thou plunge me in 
the ditch, and mine own clothes shall abhor 
me.”’ 

You see from the last part of this text that 
Job's idea of sin was very different from that 
of Eugene Sue, or George Sand, or M. J, 
Michelet or any of the hundreds of writers 
who have done up iniquity in mezzotint, and 
garlanded the wine cup with eglantine and 
rosemary, and made the path of the libertine 
end in bowersof ease insead of on the kot 
flagging of eternal torture. You see that Job 
thinks that sin is not a Howery feature; that 
it is not a ,tableland = of fine pros- 
pects; that it is not music, dulcimer, violon- 
cello, castanet and Pandean pipes, all making 
‘music together. No. Hesaysit is a ditch, 
long, deep, loathsome, stenchful, and we are 
all plunged into it, and there we wallow and 
sink and struggle, not able to get out. Our 
robes of propriety and robes of worldly pro- 
fession are saturated in the slime and abomi- 
vation, and our soul, covered over with trans- 
gression, hates ijs covering, and the covering 
hates the soul until we are plunged into the 
ditch, and our own clothes abhor us. 

I know that some modern retigionists caric- 
ature sorrow for sin, and they make out an 
easier path than the “pilgrim’s progress” that 
John Bunyan dreamed of. ‘The road they 
travel doesnot stop where John’s did, at the 
city of destruction, .but . at the gate 
of the university; and [I am very certain 
that it will not come out where John’s did, 
under the shining ramparts of the celestial 
city. Norepentance, no pardon. If you do 
not, my brother, feel that you are down in the 
ditch, what.do you want of Christ to lift you 
out? lf you have no appreciation of the tact 
that you dre astray, What do you want of him 
who came to seek and save that which was 
lost? Yonder is the city of Paris, the swiftest 
ofthe Inmans, coming across the Atlantic. 
The wind is abaft, so that she has not only 


her engines at work, but all sails up. Iam on 
board the Umbria of the Cunard line. The 


boat davits are swung around. The boat is 
lowered. 1 get into it with a red flag, and 
cross over to where the City of Paris‘is com- 
ing, and I wave the tlag. The captain looks 
off from the bridge, and says: ‘“‘What do vou 


want’’’ I reply: “‘I come to take some 
of | your passengers across to the 
other vessel; I think they will 


be safer and -happier there.” ‘The captain 
would look down with indignation and say: 
‘Get out of the way, or I will run you down.”’ 


Stull further, some persons apologize for 
their sins by saving: *“*‘We are a great deal 
better than some people. You see people all 
around about usthat area great deal worse 
‘than we.” \.ou stand up columnar in your 
integrity, and look down upon those who are 
prostrate in their habits and crimes. What 
of that, my brother? If I failed througn 
recklessness and wicked imprndence for the 
thousand dollars, is the matter alleviated at 
all bythe fact that somebody else has failed 
forone hunared thousand dollars, and some- 
body else for two hundred thousand dollars? 
Oh, no, If Ihave the neuralgia, shall I refuse 
medical attention becanse my neighbor has 
virulent typhoid fever’ The fact that his 
disease is worse than mine—does that cure 
mine? If 1, through my foolhardiness, leap 
off into ruin, does it break the fall to know 
that others leap off a higher cliff into deeper 
darkness?’ When the. Hudsen river rall 
train went throngh the bridge at 
Spuyten Duyvil, aid sit alleviate 
the matter at all thatinstead of two or 
three people being hurt there were seventy- 
five mangled and crushed? Because others 
are depraved, is that any excuse for my dc- 
pravity? Am better than they? Perhaps 
they had worse temptations than I have had. 
Perhaps their surroundings in life were more 
overpowering. Perhaps, QO man,if you had 
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stead of sitting here today, you would have 
been looking through the bars of a peniten- 
tiary. Perhaps, O woman,if you had been 
under the same power of temptation, instead 
of sitting here today, you would be tramping 
the streets, the langhing stock of men and the 
grief of the angels of God, dungeéoned, body, 


Ah, do not let us Solace ourselves with the 
thought that other people are worse than we. 
Perhaps in the future, when our fortunes may 
change, unless God prevents it, we may be 
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years, aftor forty years, after ftity years, after 
Sixty years, has gone to pieces on the sand 
bars! Ob! instead of Wasting our time in hy- 
pereriticism about others, let us ask ourselves 
the question, Where do we stand? What are 
oursins? Whatareour deficits? What are . 
our perils? Whatare our hopes? Let each 
one say to himself: **Where will Ibe? Shall 
I range in summery fields, or grind in the mills 
ofa great night? Where? Where?’

Victing spirit he shall see that by reaon of sin he 
1s flismasted and waterlogged, and going down 
into the trough of the sea where he cannot 
live, how soon he puts the sea glass to his eye 
and sweeps the horizon, and at the first sign of 
help cries out: “I Want to be saved. I want 
to be saved now. I want to be saved forever.” 
No sense cf danger, no application for rescue. 
OH, FOR A SENSE OF SINFULNESS. 

Oh, that God’s eternal spirit would flash 
upon us a sense ofour sinfulness! The Bible tells 
the story in letters of fire but we get used to it.

A GHOST IN GOOSEPOND. 
A Strange Animal That Disappears in an 
Old Graveyard. 
From the Elberton, Ga., Star. 

Goosepond district, over in Oglethorpe 
county, appears to be a favorite stalking 
ground for unearthly visitors, and at frequent 
intervals for years past unusual sights and 
sounds have been reported more than onve by} 
reliable white gentlemen. 

It will be remembered that this is one of 
the oldest settled sections of eastérn Georgia, 
and asit was the custom of families in those 
days to inter the dead in family burial grounds, 
near their residences, every mile or so grave- 
yards are seen. Many of theseareinclosed by 
granite. walls, while marble monuments or 
tombs cover the graves. 

That strip of country lying between Colonel 
Mike Mattox’s and Millstone has always been 
considered as hauuted ground, and a few years 
ago the good people living thereabout wer 
greatly disturbed over the appearance in the 
public road of astrange looking wild anima! 
that suddenly sprang up before them, or, ii 
riding, beneath the feet of the horses, or. un- 
der the wheels of the vehicles, but on being 
struck at with a whip would vanish from 
sight. This singular visitor only appeared ai 
night, and was seen by a number of respons’ 
ble white men, including Mr. A. G. Power, 
well known to our people, and we think als» 
by Mr. Dock Mattox. It made pericdical ap 
pearances for several months, when io more 
was heard of it. 

But recently this varmint, or whatever it 
is, has again began its pilgrimages, and has 
been seen several times recently, but this 
time only by American citizens of African 
descent. A few nights since a negro named 
Perry Mattox, while near Mr. Mike Mattox's, 
suddenly noticed just in front of 
the wagon he was driving a 
strange little red colored quadruped, 
about the size of a fice dog, or perhaps some- 
what larger. The mules noticed the thing as 
soon as the driver, and became terribly ex- 
cited and frightened. They began to run 
away, but Perry managed to keep them in 
the road. When they slackened their gait 
the thing in front would also hold up, 80 as to 
keepa certain distance ahead. When it 
reached a point on the road where there is an 
old grave yard, the apparition seemed to glide 
among the tembs and then vanish from sight. 
Perry was badly frightened, and firmly be- 
lieves that he bas seen a spirit. 

Several other negroes report having recently 
seen this thing, and they say that whoever 
strikes at it shall instantly drop dead. It seems 

nly to pursue solitary travelers, and makes 
its appearance abont midnight. Sometime 
since it rushed between the legs of a negro, 
and he sayshe could not feel it touch him. 
The thing then vanished from sight, to reap- 
pear in an instant about ten feet im advance of 
him, to again vanish in a grave yard. In fact, 
this little four-footed visitor seems to have its 
home among the numerous old burial 
grounds that dot the neighborhood.

A New Species of Bat.

Hiardly had our nerves gained their wonted

The object came so 
close to his head that it frightened him, but 
after it lit he determined toinvestigate it.

He discovered it to be a bird, and it 
lay motionless—probably stunned by the fall— 
and le picked it up, wrapped it carefully in a 
paper, and brought it down to the office, where 
it is now on exhibition to all who may desire 
tosee.

Its length is about 
six inches, and from its head to tail there is 
little ifany difference in width.

A Strange Animal That Disappears in an

Goosepond district, over in Oglethorpe 
county, appears to be a favorite stalking 
ground for unearthly visitors, and at frequent 
intervals for years past unusual sights and 
sounds have been reported more than onve by 
reliable white gentlemen. 

It will be remembered that this is one of 
the oldest settled sections of eastern Georgia, 
andasit wasthe custom of families in those 
days to inter the dead in family burial rounds, 
near their residences, every mile or so grave- 
yards are seen. Many of theseareinclosed by 
granite walls, while marble monuments 
tombs cover the graves. 

That strip of country lying between Colonel! 
Mike Mattox’s and Millstone has always been 
considered as hauuted ground, and a few years 
ago the good people living thereabout were 
greatly disturbed over the appearance in the 
public road of a strange looking wild animal 
that suddenly sprang up before them, or, if 
riding, beneath the feet of the horses, or un- 
der the wheels of the vehicles, but on being 
struck at with a whip would vanish from 
sight. This singular visitor only appeared at 
night, and was seen by a number of respons! 
ble white men, including Mr. A. G. Power, 
well known to our people, and we think ais» 
by Mr. Dock Mattox. It made pericdical ap 
pearances for several months, when no morc 
was heard of it. 

But recently this varmint, or whatever it 
is, has again began its pilgrimages, and has 
been seen several times recently, but this 
time only by American citizens of African 
descent. A few nights since a negro named 
Perry Mattox, while near Mr. Mike Mattox’s, 
suddenly noticed just in front 
the ‘wagon he was driving a 
strange little red colored quadruped, 
about the size of afice dog, or perhaps some- 
what larger. The mules noticed the thing as 
soon as the driver, and became terribly ex- 
cited and frightened. They began to run 
away, but Perry managed to keep them in 
the road. When they slackened their gait 
the thing in front would also hold up, so as to 
keepa certain distance ahead, When it 
reached a point on the road where there is an 
old grave yard, the apparition seemed to glide 
among the tembs and then vanish from sight.

A New Species of Bat.

Hiardly had our nerves gained their wonted 
composure, after the terrible excitement pro- 
duced by Mr. Bealey’s account of a large snake 
which he encountered on kis way to Eastmauif 
a few days since, when Mr. Ed Carnes, an at- 
tache of this paper, and a highly reputable 
young man, walked into the office and depos- 
ited a “red bat’? on our table. His account of 
its capture is substantially as follows: Mr. 
Carnes had just left home, on his way to the 
ofiice, about 6:30 o'clock, and when opposite 
Mr. Woodward’s garden, something came 
whizzing through the air and liton the outside 
of the fence in the street. The object came so 
close to his head that it frightened him, but 
after it lit he determined toinvestigate it. He 
approached the spot where it lay very cau- 
tiously. He discovered it to be a bird, and it 
lay motionless—probably stunned by the fall— 
and he picked it up, wrapped it carefully in a 
paper, and brought it down to the oflice, where 
it is now on exhibition to all who may desire 
tosee. It is of reddish color, and while it 
made a noise in its descent similar to that of 
the common ‘‘bull bat,’’ in all other respects 
itis entirely dissimilar. Its length is about 
six inches, and from its head to tail there is 
little if any difference in width. Its head is 
as broad as that portion of the body 40 which 
the wings are attached, and little if any neck 
is visible. It has thus far refused to eat, and 
lies perfectly still, the only visible signs of life 
being an occasional blinking of the eyes. We 
have placed it in a box, securely covered but 
properly ventilated, where those who desire to 
see it Can do 80. 


The Ricebirds at Work.

Those farmers who were at all beckhward in 
planting cotton are catching it, as there is not 
enough moisture in the ground to bring up 
the seed, and this part of the crop will have 
to wnit for the rains and will consequently not 
only be backward, but the grass and the cotton 
will come up together, and the first workin 
orchopping out will be more tedious an 
troublesome. The oat crop cannot do well 
without good rains in May, and the crop nray 
be putdown as a partial failure. If any of 
our farmers are disposed to be gloomy and de- 
spondent, we woukl remind them of the old 
saying that a‘‘dry Mayis always a good crop 
vear.”’

A Matter of Ilistory. 

The Richwond Dispatch, while admitting 
that the right of secession was destroyed by 
the result of the war between the states, 
contends that when the union was formed 
each state was sovereign, and had the right 
to secede at its own pleasure. 

In this opinion our contemporary is 
greatly encouraged by a Chicago lawyer's 
book, in which the same position is asserted 
and elaborately argued. The Chicago man 

fg satisfied with the results of the war, but 
he says that sovereignty is recognized in the 
constitution, and that being sovereign the 
states would have the right to withdraw 
from the union. 

It is unnecessary to quote an obscure 
@hicago lawyer on this dead issue. Wil- 
liam Rawle, of Philadelphia, more than 
half a century ago demonstrated the right of 
secession, and in later times Alexander H. 
Stephens showed very clearly that it ex- 
isted. sat all men are now agreed that it 
was a theoretical right, with too many diffi- 
culties inthe way to make its assertion 
feasible or even justifiable. ‘‘You may 
have the right to shear’a wolf,’’ said Ed- 
mund Burke, ‘‘but | would not advise you 
to shear one.’’ The southern states were 
determined to shear their wolf because they 
had the right todo it. The wolf, as every- 
body knows, came out on top. 

It isa waste of time these days to re-state 
and argue the old secession theory. 
Whether it was right or wrong, people south 
as well as north are now willing to admit 
that it was annihilated by the unanswerable 
logic of the sword. It will never be heard 
of again. A revolution we may have some 
time in the future, but secession has been 
tured over to the domain of history, and 
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“It will not do to condemn every new 
writer who leaves the beaten track, merely

Literature has its fashions; it has its pe- 
riods of peaceful monotony, and it has its 
revolutions. Every new thing is not neces- 
garily bad or crude because itis new and 
strange.

The trouble with most American writers 
is their tame imitation of foreign models. 
Enslaved by the critics of the old world, 
they have learned to despise the rich mate- 
rial afound them; they have been ashamed 
of every original idea, and have considered 
it beneath them to write of American 
things as a sensible, independent American 
would write of them. 

There are signs of a revolt of our writers 
against the tyranny of conventionality. At 
first the new departure is not promising. 
Some of the efforts mnade by our most ear- 
mest reformers in this line are coarse, 
plangy, erotic and cranky. But out of all 
this agitation something good will come. 
Publishers may ignore and critics denounce 
the experiments of our new schools, but 
publishers and critics cannot suppress the 
man who has a message to deliver. 

Hias anybody taken the pains to get to the 
bottom of the popular fancy for dialect writ- 
ing? There is only one explanation. The 
peeple want American life, written in the 
Anierican etyle—they want something un- 
conventional, with a touch of nature and 
individuality. Dialect, however, is not the 
Only form of unconventional literary ex- 
pression. The thoughtful observer who 
follows Emerson’s advice and lives in the 
streets will find interesting types of charac- 
ter besides the negroes, mountaineers and 
crackers, and when he comes to write what 
is in his mind he will 
literature.

The caien Movesboun: 

The New York Financial Chronicle, in 
its weeklv review of the cotton movement, 
says that for the week ending last Friday 
evening the total receipts have reached 
9,745 ba against 15,487 bales last week 
and 22,411 bales the previous week; making 
the total-receipts since the first .of Septem- 
ber, 1888, 5,462,811 bales, against 5,544,755 
bales for the same period of 1887-8, show- 
ing an increase since September 1, 1888, of 
118,056 bales. 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
39,976 bales, of which 20,850 were to Great 
Gritain, 764 to France and 5,582 to the rest 
of the continent. The total sales for for- 
ward delivery for the week are 219,400 bales. 
For immediate delivery the total sales foot 
up 11,102 bales, including 4,008 for export, 
7,004 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 58,000 bales. 

These figures indicate a decrease in the 
cotton in sight of 55,002 bales as. compared 
with the same date of 15888, a decrease of 
206,162 bales-as compared with the corre- 
sponding date of 1887, anda deciease of 
254,312 bales as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 2,724 bales, and are 70,075 
bales less tham at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
6,923 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September 1 the receipts at 
all the towns are $9,096 bales more than for 
the same time in 1887-88. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 5,491,630 bales; 
in I8S7-S88 were 5,438,767 bales; in 1886-87 
were bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
9.743 bales, the actual movement from 
plantations was only 5,518 bales, the bal- 
ance being taken from the stocks at the 
interior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
10,166 -bales, and for 1887 they were 3,485 
bales, 

The increase in amount in sight as com- 
pared with last year is 58,660 bales, the in- 
crease as compared with 1886-57 is 509,342 
bales, and the increase over 1885-86 is 442,-

Mill- 
ine, by means of exquisite machinery, is carried to 
such perfection that at almost a nominal cost wheat 
is turned into flour, packed into barrels or sacks, 
upon which are imprinted the name and location 
of the mill, the grade and weight of the 
flour. The mills make coniracts with 
their cusiomers, the merchants, for future 
deliveries, The flour is shipped in the packaxes 
described above and is not subjected to the expense 
of being resampled aud reweighed. The mili is 
res. onsible, and then, tco, bas a reputation at 
stake. Itis easily seen how the middlemen, who 
fleece cotton so mercilessiy, are dispensed with. It 
is plain, too, that merchandise thus packed will 
not be exposed to weather and relied in mud as is 
done with cotton, Itis plain again that these mills 
will notrush the crop upon the market and thus 
force the price down, Joeking the trans 
portation lines and thus subjecting their shipments 
to exposure, It is easy to see how all these 
evils are evaded by the merchaut mills, as they are 
ownea by wealthy men or corporations, and have 
powerto protect themselves. Why cannot cotton 
have the advantage of a similar arrangement’ 
Much of it is already hauledto public gins. Let the 
gins buy itin the seed. (The law pronibiting 18 a 
sham and can be changed.) At small expense t» 
themselves, they can provide scales which will 
weigh it by wagon loads and do this without charg- 
ing the planter. As to sampling in the seed, buyers 
would soon become expert. The good and bad 
couid be kept apart aud the cotton now the proper- 
t of the gin, would be packed 
ke flour, to go over the worid without any other 
expense except transportation and insurance. The 
vin men, asthe flourmen do, would coutract for 
futures, The price of cctton would not fluctuate 
anv morethan flour. The writer feels sure that 
only a hint is necessary as to such advantages, But 
as to wrapping there would be great change. Raw 
cotton can be safely packed aad shipped in as light 
and cheap wrapping asis used for checks. The 
wrapping fora 500 pound bale of checks will not 
weich over five pounds, and does not cost more 
than 50cents. Why should the wrapping of raw cot- 
ton be heavier or more costiy? It is easy to 
believe thatin a short while the merchant gins 
would pack their cotton and send it out as fiourand 
other great staples at a cost less than haif of what 
is now reguired. 
The writer bas in minda simple plan by whic! 
he believes that cotton can be packed as neatly and 
as cheaply as manufactured goods. He will begiad 
to communicate his plan toany one who may fee! 
aninferestinit. By his plan, too, cotton is com- 
pressed as it issues from the condenser, and wili 
lender unnecessary the costly compressing to which 
most cotton is now subjected, 
These thoughts are tnrown outin the hope that 
they will proyoke discussion.

A CHICAGO CONTRACTOR - SKIPS. 


The Death of S. T. Coleman, One of the 
Most Prominent Citizens of Macon-— 
General News of the City. 


Macon, Ga., May 26.—|Special.]— Where is 
Enoch Tidyman? 

That is a question that sundry creditors in 
Maton are asking. 

Enoch Tidyman was a brick and stone con- 
tractor, He came to Macon not long since di- 
rect from Chattanooga, thotigh it is said that 
Chicago is his home. He came highly recom- 
mended as a Knight of Pythias and a 
good workman and had no trouble whatever 
in getting work. Mr. D,. B. Woodruff, the 
well-known contractor, and who drew the 
plans for the new $75,000 Cathelic church, isa 
leading Knight of Pythias and perhaps might 
have been instrumental in getting Tidyman a 
contract on the stone and brick 
work of this structure. Persons 
passing the church site have noticed that work 
had been suspended for several days but did 
not know the cause. It now seems that Tidy- 
man has jumped his contract and also jumped 
the city, as it were, 

He also had the contract to build a store for 
Frank Oliver, on Third street, on the site of 
the store that was destrored at the time of 
the Burke fire. Tidyman has also badea 
long farewell to this contract, and the places 
that knew him once will know him no more 
hereafter, and many there are that mourn in 
consequence. 

‘Lidyman was gone a day or two before any 
one was aware of the fact. [It was thought in 
the city that he was at his boardinghouse 
sick. Investigation now shows that a 
few days before he skipped the 
city he sent his wife from Macon, 
but to what point it is not known here. He 
has gone owing a large sum, but the total 
amount can’t be learned at this writing. 

Mr. Frank Oliver, for whom Tidyman was 
building the store, doesn’t know in what sum 
Tidyman has caught him, and will not know 
until Monday, when he has finished balancing 
up accounts. Hemade advances to Tidyman 
from time to time as the work progressed. 

He caught T. J. Carling and J. H. Hertz 
for about $300 due on stone sold him. from 
their quarry. Carling and Hertz are strong 
Knghts of Pythias. He is due several hundred 
dollars for brick. He owes Albert Hause 
about “75 for hauling. He is due T. C. Burke 
and others for material furnished. His bills 
will doubtless amount to cousiderably over 
1,000.

DEATH OF 8S. T. COLEMAN, 
Terrible Blow of Affliction to Macon’s Com- 
mercial and Social Circies. 

Macon, Ga., May 26.—[Special.]—The dis- 
tressing intellige was received in Macon today 
by telegram from Boston announcing the 
death, at 2 o’clock this morning, of 8S. T. Cole- 
man, rightly called the *‘merchant prince.’’ 

Mr. Coleman went north on a_ busi- 
ness trip in the latter part 
of last April, and on a Saturday, while in 
Poston with his junior partner, Mr. Eugene 
Harris, of Macon, buying a shoe stock, Mr. 
Coleman said: “‘Gene, I am feeling very 
badiy, and can’t go any further, and must re- 
turn to my hotel.’’ Mr. Coleman went to bed, 
and his sickness was pronounced erysipeias. 
Lis condition did not mend, and 
M's, (o eman was telegraphed for 
and she hastened frem Macon to her husband’s 
bed side. Later, Mr. Robert Coleman, of 
Macon, went to Boston to see his brother, and 
abcut two weks ago, Dr. Meitauer, the family 
physician, was telegraphed for and he went on 
to Boston. Dr. Mettaner aided skilled Boston 
physicians in attending to Mr. Coleman, and 
Dr. §Mettauer hoped about a week 
ago to get Mr. Coleman well = enough 
to bring him to Macon, but blood poisoning 
set in, and the sick man died at 2 o’clock this 
morning, The remains will be brought at 
once to Macon for burials 

The name of 8. T. Coleman is one of the 
best known in business circles in the state. 
Hehas been closely identified with Macon 
business interests many years. He has 
been in business in this city 
about thirty-five years. His name first became 
quite prominent as a member of the dry goods 
firmofJd B. Ros & 8. T. Coleman. Later he 
succeeded Mr. Loss, who retired from active 
business. Mr. Coleman for quite awhile con- 
ducted only a retail business, but his business 
soon developed into a fine wholesale trade, 
which has kept constantly growing under 
the firm names of S. T. Coleman & Co., 8. T. 
Coleman, Burden & Coleman, and later 8S. T. 
Coleman, Burden & Co., the present tirm, 
until now the tirm does the mauimoth business 
of one million dollars per annum. Mr. Cole- 
man has always conducted a retail business in 
connection with the wholesale, though 
the two businesses were conducted in different 
parts of the city. Zhe wholesale store is a 
magnificent five-story brick building. The 
trade of the firm extends throughout Georgia 
and into several states 

Mr. Coleman was born in Macon and was 
about fifty-six years old. He leaves a wife 
and seven children. His estate is estimated 
to be worth nearly three hundred thou- 
sand dollars. The family residence 
in this city is palatial. 
Mr. Coleman, at the time of his death, was 
president of the Macon fire insurance company, 
a director of the Exchange bank, a director of 
the Macon construction company, a director of 
the Evening News publishing company, chair- 
manof the Huguenin heights syndicate and 
held other positions. He was a most valuable, 
enterprising and liberal citizen. His purse 
and heart were always open to tle furtherance 
of any good cause. He was a tender 
and devoted husband, a loving and indulgent 
father. His loss is heavily felt throughouftthe 
entire city. Flags on business houses and 
other buildings in the city are hung at half 
mast today in memory of the deceased. De- 
spite his wealth and popularity, Mr. Coleman 
never made any ostentatious show. His man- 
ners were qu et, his taste simple and his per- 
sonal life without display. 

tie was devoted to his business, aud gave it 
unremitting -attention. As a diversion from 
the cares of commercial life, he operated a 
plantation at llowards, a few miles from 
Macon. Ile wasa great lover of tine cattle, 
and made-a specialty of Jerseys, which he 
liked very much. 

A strange fatality has recently 
attended } Coleman’s business 
firms, two of his partners and himsetf dying 
Within two months. About two mdnths ago 
Mr. N. M. Solomon died, and about six weeks 
aco Mr. Chariie Wricht died, and now comes 
Mr. Coleman himself. The surviving mem- 
bers of the firm are W. H. Burden and Enu- 
gene Harris.
